Autherine Lucy to thé University of Alobama, MV. i-ucy»;a.nég"rb^^ 
had secured admission to jhe formerly . segreg0|^^ffl|01ty;-QS^^^ 
result of a state court decision forcing the authdnfies" to accept her''' 
large elements of the Alabama student body felt strongly enough 
about Miss Lucy's admission to protest violently and to'riot.

After much emotional discussion McGill students will finally vote 
on the Liicy Issue, This long dWelling-over has perhops been a good 
thing. It is important however that after so much labour the lion 
does not bring forth a mouse. In short it. is imperative that every 
inking , student realises that the ^university has been put on the 
""f^^ple are vraiting.f^i|^r|dec|sion. Qur duty Is to get out' and 
vote one way or the other.^ ' - 

The motion hos been jplit into three parts. Most people who 
haveony pretensions to belief in human rights will, we feel, vote for 
the first part. A negative vote to this would imply^tj{at|we dp not 
support Miss Lucy's stond. It would further imply tSoflmeiprih^ 
mean? little to us and if similar situotions occured in Canada we 
would not be concerned. 

There has been some objection raised to the second part of the 
motion on the grounds that it removes Miss Lucy from, the scene 
of the fight — this misses the whole point of the offer. The aim in 
offering a scholarship is psychological. No one expects Miss Lucy to 
come here; she could, probably obtain scholarships to many northern 
U.S. universities. The thought in offering her a scholarship is merely 
to give her support and to indicate our -disogreemerit with the south- 
ern attitude in a tangible monner; influence through example. 

■ The third clause of the resolution is actually on extension of the 
first. Ir.must be remembered that we are taking issue with the stu- 
dents of Aloboha. We feel that in a country that is traditionally the 
birthplace of freedom, all people and university students in particular 
should be free from bigotry^ The oim of the third clause therefore 
is to drive home the fact that not only do we accept negro students 
at McGill but we are willing "to accept those refused by the South 
on racial grounds. 

Whether yog agree with the referendurn or not we urge you to 
vote. The' results will be publicised by both the Local and the British 
United Press. The students of McGill have already . obtained much 
bad publicity because of their, indecision. If the referendum wei-e to 
be invalidated because of on insufficient vote, it would indicate û 
■ serious lock of maturity on our.port. Consider all the factors care- 
fully and then V OTE. .

Many students .leaving high school are- often faced with a di- 
lemma — what to choose as a career, and how to obtain money to 
go to college.' Many are imbued with an idealism that needs expres- 
sion in selecting a career that would serve the common good. Canada 
is short of officers, hence the ROTP plan. But Canado is even shorter 
of engineers and scientists. The ostonishijig rate at which the Soviet 
Union is churning out high-calibre engineers and scientists is terri- 
fying — they will soon be. able to supplié all their own needs, and be 
able to export experts to backward communjst staf.^,^^^-. 

Canada's future role could be>at of a wbrld'IêaderrOne of the 
ways of doing this is by sending experts and money to underdeveloped 
areas, under such schemes as" the Colombo Plan. Canada's greatness 
also requires the full development of her own resources. 

' The government should be encouraged tp look into the possibili- 
ties of offering scholarships, or initiating a scheme similar to the 
ROPT plan fonhigh school graduates who are financially unable to 
go to university, witfi the condition that they work for the govem- 
ment for a periÔJ of years after they graduate. This moy smock ot 
the Big Brother attitude, but in practise, with the proper controls, 
and the right amount of good-will on both sides, such a scheme 
could become a' reliable source of scientists and technicians. 

Canada's defence against, communism must be economic ond 
social not just military. Wider education and o supply of- men train 
'ed in'all technical and social fields would do. more for the motnte 
nance of the western way of life than a. standing army.

Would McGill's action make him 
feel that tlie students at McGill 
understand the, southern problem 
better than he does? Would he 
really be made to think 'that his 
actions are wrong by seeing his 
northern "friends" supporting 
something which ho Is against?
